New York, April 8—Television, 
a scientists’ dream since the telt- 
phone was invented half a cen- 
tury ago, became an actuality 
Thursday when Sixcretary of 
Commerce Hoover spoke over the 
telephone in Washington and was 
:etn as well as heard in the Bell 
telephone laboratories here. 

Not only was Secretary Hoover 
and a score of otld:rs in Washing- 
ton seen in New York by tele- 
phone wire, but a radio pro- 
gramme was broadcast over the 
laboratories’ ~xperimental station 
3XN at Whippany, N.J., and 
moving likeness of the perform:rs 
as well as the sound of their 
voices were put on the air and 
transferred to a screen in this 

s 


city. 

Stficials of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany announced that yesterday's 
demonstration marked the results 
of years of research and experi- 
mentations and that study would 
be continued with the purpose 
of improving television to a higher 
state of efficiency. 

They acknowledged that at the 
present the seeming mirach: of 
seeing by wire and wave length 
was not at a stage wher it could 
be put to such use as the tele- 
phone, The necessary equipment 
precludes that possibility for 
some time to come, they said, but 
thl: feat of television itself has 
been accomplished and indications 
are that “it is likely to have a 
real place in the world’s work of 
distant communication.”
